3. The training programme for 1952 is being worked out, A twoxyear schedule for 
schools and Bereitschaften is to be completed in draft form by 1 October 1951, 
The first yoar's training is to be based in general on the programe for 1951, 


4. The objectives of the first year in the officer-training schools called for the 
completion of training as platoon commanders in the different arng of services, 
The second year provides for o first phase consisting of a repetition of the 
first yoar's work in infantry; a second phase for pintoon commanders with the 
addition of specinl weapons training (heavy machine gun, mortar); third phase ¥ 
femilierization with the tesks of infantry, heavy mechine gun, and mortar company 
eccmmmnders, This outline of cbjectives has bean approved by the Soviet Control 
Comission, 


3. For the Bereltech-ften the first year's vork calls for training up. to company 
« levels in’ “ second year this. training is to be repeated, and battalion training 
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is to be brought to completion, 


The training nroyrarie for non—cormiissioned officers laste three mnths, and is 
organized as specinl classes within tho Bereitsch-fien, vhieh are ‘timded by 
30 per cent. of the tote] non-commissioned complemrt at a tine. 


The cadre officors’ training 4n the 3ereitsciuften is to be continid as hereto 
fare, cloht hours a week: Kommeandoleiter ore to te trained as battelion 
caranders -ng bteilungsielter as commeny commanders. No training jectives 
have yet been established for the advaneal school a: Kochstedt. . 


The future use of HVA effeetives now in training is o closely gunrded 2crets; 

it will be determined hy the SCC in the light of the prevailing volitic:1 eftua- 
tion as viewed by the Kremlin, Thus, it is not known whether the pres vb 
personnel will complete in 1952 the second year of the new training Mrop-anrie or 
will be pui through the whole tyvo~year course, seginning on 1 Janu-ry 1923 nor 
whether officer candidates now in school will romain there to eomplete th tyo~ 
yeer training schedule or be relensed for active assignments at the end 

the 1951 traininr cyele. It is certain, however, that all personnel joini ¢ 
the IVA frem no on will be subject to the two-year training described nbov. _ 


A reorganization of the HVA in 1951 ig expected, but there ore no definite 
oe as to the form it will take. The following rumors nre eurrent 4: 
the HVA: . 


a. There will be 24 additions1 Bereitsch-ften; source says this is imposaibl: 
becnuse of the lack of qualified officers, 


b. Six Doreitschiften or intermedinte staffs (Jwisehenstellen) will be active-ei, 


ec, There will be no inecrense in the mumber of Bereitselinften, althourh a pora:onsl 
inercase on a norm] scale is possible, Six intermediate staff hontiquar'tar + 
will be activated, each in control of four Bereitsehaften.* 


Inspekteur Johmhas stated that the developnent. o* the IVA has been rot-rded 
because the Russians still hone to prevent Yeast. Gernan rearmanont by prupacanda 
end political nethods. 


The following personnel changes hsve oecurred recently: 


Insrekteur Julius Teigel (HA Polit-Kultur), has been dismissed from the HVA, 
and hes alse boen exnalled fron the GED. 

Insnekteur Sredski (deputy chief, HA Polit-Kultur), has been dismissed on 
eriminal charges; be has been succeeded by Nommandeur Jeinrich Dellyvetzel, 
who was chief of Polit-Kultur with tho renk of Chefinspekteur in 1949, 
before he went to Russia for training. 

Korrandeur Ervin Enpolbreeht has been relieved of his sition with the 
organizing cormittee for the Nerld Youth Festivel, and replaced by Komundeur 
Brucker as of € August 1951. It 1s believed that Engelbrecht is now attending 
a training course in the USSR. : 


A eampaign which had been launched by HA Polit-Kultur end Abt. Kader to induce 
personne] whose contractual time has expired to remain in the service vas suddenly 
discontinued. Kommandeur Schiitzele of HA Polit-Kultur explained this on the 
ground thot the methods adopted were not conducive to the strengthening of morale. 


On 5 September 1951 Chefinanekteur Dr. “chlmack, the chief of the modi¢al branch 
of the HVA, requested the assistance of tho HA Ausbildune in drawing up a 
theoretic:1] training programme for 500 nurses, to start on 1 October and last 
10 months, Durins the training period the nurses vould not be members of the 
HVA, but vuowld have contr.ctual stetus. 


The follewing special training courses have been initiated: 


a, Jeginning 1 August, for a duration of 17 dayss heavy machine gun and heavy 
nortar platoon leaders and convany commanders were to be trained in the use 
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of their specin1l veapons; locestion of tho training, Kochstedt, Gibuen, 
and Seithain. 


b. “oginnin7 15 August, for o duration of four nanths: non-co-rissioned officers 
in Cereitsch ften, to be trained pletoon leaders. 


At a sonference of commnding officers at Kiehensee on 10 September there was 

a demonstration of a reinforced regivent fording « rivor apainst enemy 
resistance, This was executed by a reinforced Kononndo, representing a 
battalion involved in the main effort. Assault boats were used in the exersiae, 
& bridge was constructed, and underwater cables were laid. 


Deterioration in the morale of the IVA 4s indicted by the faet that Stab ITI 
of Abt. Orgunisstion under Inspekteur Géringer, which handles desertions and 
similar cases, is swamped with work, 


HVA indoctrin: tion currently echoes the latest SED propngantia line, direoted 
primrily against reviving German imperialiam. Il-te proparanmia aminst the 
Americans continues unabated, 


Comment: This is the most eenerally accepted theory. 


Comment: The above raport shows thot there have bean no mjor ohrnges 
in the basic factors affecting the combat capabilities of the HVA. The methodical 
militery training 4s continuing, as evidenced by the sending of officers to the 
USSR, On the other hand, there are no signs that ec mass army tg to be formed in the 
nenr future, The Russiens ore anxlous, for the time being, to nreserve full 
freedom of action in determining the rate of expansion, but meantine they 
are preparing the IVA for cadre functions if they decide to launch an outric~ht 
romilitarization of Last Germany. 
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
